Tobacco for civilians in Great Brita.n|1 
is no longer to be included among Lease- 
Lend imports, and dollars will have to be 
found by importers in the future, This 
is the gist of the statement made by 
Lord Kindersley last week. 

For the Services tobacco wil) still be 
imported on Lease-Lend terms, but this

“| there is no indication of a  tobaccv 
shortage. Mr. Maxwell, the tobacco 
controller, is now in the U.S. negotiating 
for the present scason’s crop. 

There should be no difficulty in pe 
viding the doliars necessary, for tobacco 
is one of the most prolific sources off 
revenue, and it is to the interest ol 
the Government to see that imports are 
kept up. It is estimated that imports of 
tobacco from the U.S. amount to about 
151,.000,000lbs.,. the cost being about 
$5, 000,000. or about 18, 6d. per Ib. 

Before it teaches the consumer every 
pound of unstripped tobacco has to bear 
a duty of £1 15/6, while, if it is in the 
form of cigarettes, the duty rises to £2 
0/6 per Ib. Altogether. the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer expects to get.
